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WAS startled the other day 

when a librarian said, ‘In our 

standards for judging ency- 
clopedias, why don’t we speak of 
up-to-dateness instead of revi- 
sion?” This suggestion led me to 
a bit of self-scrutiny and to the 
question, ‘In publicizing our encyclopedia, 
have we been over-emphasizing the feature 
of up-to-dateness?”” Two-thirds of the 
building program which we at Compton's 
call continuous revision has to do with the 
production of material to meet growing 
needs of school, library, and home, and 
only about one-third of our editorial effort 
is spent in preparing material to cover cur- 
rent world events. 


For example, in our last edition we in- 
cluded a new article on Safety. There is 
nothing startlingly new about a desire for 
safety. It has been a paramount instinct of 
the human race ever since Noah built his 
ark. Safety became a subject for exhaustive 
treatment in a young people’s encyclopedia 
only when it began to be strongly empha- 
sized in the school curriculum. And, to be 
perfectly frank, our new article on William 
Shakespeare was undertaken because we 
thought we could build a more complete 
article than the one included in the older 
edition. True, in both instances there is an 
element of modernity, but our chief objec- 
tive was improvement in the basic structure 
and usefulness of the encyclopedia. Those 
additional facts required for up-to-dateness 
could have been ‘‘patched in” at the end 
of the original articles. 


In humble penance for one-sided pub- 
licity, I list a few of the major articles new 
in Compton’s since 1935 which were not 
necessitated by world changes.
